- The dictator who 
has governed the repu b lic with a rod 
of iron ever since he took forcib le pos­ 
session of the yellow hou se in C aracas 
in 1899, is now openly charged with 
oonspiracv to com pass the assa ssin a ­ 
tion of a m an he left a t the head of 
the repu b lic when he sailed aw ay on 
Nov. 23 from La Gu aira, nom inally to 
secu re skilled medical aid in Berlin 
for a m alady of long standing, and is 
today 
thorou ghly 
discredited.
